FOOD FOR LITIGATION. 

Tlie noil. Mr. JuHtico Rainville lias 
givtn judgment in tlie writs of tlic 
Provincial Govcrninciit ag.iinsl tlin 
Rlolson's, Ontario, ^l(!roli;tnt's ;in(l 
Toronto Bank for the recovery of 
the obnoxious business tax His Hon 
or gave' judgment for the defemlant 
corporations, ruling that the act iiii 
posing a ta.x on the coiinnorcial corpor- 
ations doing business in the liroviiice 
■was uhm vires of tlie local legislature. 
The judgnujiit was a most elaborate 
■and coinplete one and is spoken of in 
legal *(Sroles as a masterly piece of 
■work. His Honor sumiuetl up as fol- 
lows: 

Tliat the tax is an indirect ta.x. 

That were it direct it is not imposed 
within the limits of the Province. 

That WBr# ; it direct and im|)osed 
within the limits of this province, it is 
an encroachment on the power of the 
Federal f^overnment to regulate l)aiiks 
and the incorporation of banks, .iiid 
that coiLsequently, tliis law is as far as 
defendant is concerned idlra vires and 
UBSonstitutional. 

The government immediately appeal- 
ed against the judgment in all four 
cases. TliBj' have instituted over two 
hundred siuiilar cases and the Provin- 
cial Treasurer announced his iiit(?ntioii 
some time ago of appealing every case 
i^^jjeed bo to the Privy Council in Eng- 
land. He has resolutely refu.scd to 
take attesli^case, and the cost of ail 
the litigation^ incurred will be some- 
thing enormous, to the defendants in 
any case, as they have no means of re- 
course against the govcrniiicnt for their 
expenses, and to the province should 
the defendants bo as successful as the 
four bapks have been. Tiie position 
of the; provincial government is very 
critical, they have relied upon this 
commercial tax and upon an increase 
of the provincial subsidy to make both 
ends meet in the present financial 
year. Both sources of income soom 
likely to fail, and a very influential 
class hdre, •would rather see the gov- 
ernment financially enibarra.ssed than 
kept dfloat by either cxjiedient. Conser- 
vative as well as liberal papers con- 
demn both schemes and suggest in place 
thereof what are apparently the only 
alternatives; retrenchment or direct 
taxation, and I fancy the government 
is afraid to attempt either. 

KAISING A LOAN. 

The Provincial government has ne- 
gotiated a 5 per cent loan of 000,- 
000 witli the Bank of jMontreal at par, 
and with the condition that 1,500,000 
may remain on deposit at 5 per cent 
until required. Quebec five per cents 
have been quoted in London at 1 1-t 
but the Treasurer is said to be jubil- 
ant at the success of tlie pre.sent loan.

The annual statement of the [iarik 
of Montreal shows the total earnings of 
the Bank for the first year to amount 
to over a million and a half or in ex-

Still the deposits are 
not likely to feel any the more satisfied 
with their three per cent.

Oup readers will luuiembor that the 
Rev. Heber Newton, of tlio Auiorioau 
Episcopal church, hus ;cceiul>- been 
enunciating from his pulpit vievva vd'y 
much more latitudi'-inaii than auy which 
have hitherto fciuiid oxpreaaioii niuotiR the 
evangelical jenomipfttiona. Ab a conse- 
quenc-'^ ol tins Mr. Kowtoa haa boon call- 
cd'to an account for advocating doctrines 
inconsistent with his ordination vons. 
Mr. Beecher has come to Brother ISow- 
ton'a rescue, anil defends him against the 
action of his own church, ■which ho Bays 
iB the party in the wr-jnc, ns it haa no 
right to impose upon a man vow3 which 
take from him lihorty of thuiight and 
liberty of speech. Mr. BijoeJior 's a man 
of strong . individuality, and ho is no 
doubt leady to assume the' full rasponsi- 
bility of his opinions; a'nd Dr. Novvton, 
who is an able man in his way, may have 
also sufficient confidence in liis own abil- 
ity to diaeovor truth as to take his oivii 
nuy. Cut Tvhilo wudii not question tUisir 
right to do so, wo think it ia equally open 
to the church of either to decline to bo 
heldVeaponsiblo for doctrines at rarianco 
with Ihoir exposition of the fundamental 
principles of Christianity. Dr. Nowton 
haa a perfect right to preach what ho be- 
lieves, but ho has no right to do ho as a 
clergyman of tho Episcopal church, when 
what ho believes is at variance with tho 
dogmas of that church. If the Episcopal 
church of the United States' undertook to 
compel Dr. Newton to remain in it, ho 
would have a perfect right tovcaiat its 
tyranny, but when ho undertakes to re- 
main in tho church, and to eiimiciate 
opinions wholly at variance with its rec- 
ognized doctrines, it is no poiaecutiun to 
call him to account, and to o.'cpal him if 
consistency and principle require such a 
course to bo taken, and ifr. Boechor'a 
defence exhibits a good deal more ({eniiis 
than common sense.

Hono7 LCa&o on dattlo Hane'co. 

An Eastern man met oiio of tho cattle 
kings of -Wyoming Territory in Cheycniio 
the other day. Tho cattle king had made 
his pilo and gone out of cattlo rai3iny,niid 
ho sat down to give tlio Eastern man a 
little ol tlio triio inwardness of the buni- 
no.ss. 

"You have como to Choyonne to invos- 
tigalo the cattlo businoss, have youi And 
you want to know how the cattle raisers 
make their monoyi Well, I will tell you 

how I made niino.and my experience ia a 
common one hero. In 1877 I bought 
1,000 Texas cows, 50 grade bulls, mid 30 
ponies. They cost mo, branded and 
turned loose on the range, $1G,000. 
Tho first winter, which was a very hard 
one, I lost 40 per cent. The first sum- 
mer I branded 400 calves. At tha ond of 
tho tir.st year I had on tho range 1,050, 
and on niy hooka 1,-150, which roprojeiit- 
ed tho total head of .stock i had handled 
so far. The second year I lost 100 head 
and branded -ICO calves. I thou had on 
tkoranno L, -100, 'and on iny liooks 1,'JOO. 
The third year the range was eiiten out, 
or at least was not so fresh as -.^lieii 1 first 
went in, and -1 loat 20 per cont., bri\iulod 
•100 calves, and sold 200 dry cows and 
heifers for S5,000. At tho ond of tho 
third year I had on the range 1,480 cattle, 
and on my books 2,100. Tho fourth year 
I lost ton per cent., branded -l.^O i:alvi'.s 
and Hold 400 two and tliree-yo.u'-(ild 
steers and dry cows for §12,000. Had on 
tho range at I lie end of this year l,3a0 
head, and on my books 2,150. The tiftli 
year I lost 15 percent., branded 400 
calves, and sold everything that was fat, 
and some cattlethatworo not, for $12,000. 
I then had on the range 1,200 head, and 
on my books 2,150. My expcmsea 
up to this timo had been about $2,000 a 
year, or .$10,000 altogether. At tho end 
of live years [ had drawn out of tho herd 
§29,000. I had got oil my money back 
and had over 1 ,000 half breed or improved 
cattle on the range. Prom this timo on 
it would only cost mo SjG to raise a three- 
year-old steer, and I could sell hiin f<jr 
.?30 or .*40, but the range was getting bad, 
and nil the ranges in tho Territory being 
taken up, there was no- new place to move 
to. I was afraid of a dry summer and 
hard winter, so I bought 2,000 Texas 
yearlings for §28,000 turned them on iny 
already overstocked range, and added 
them to niy books, which made S,150 
head. I then came to Cheyenne to lind 
a buyer, laoon found a tenderfoot, fresh 
from New York city.

A Eoee&t Sxedution in Romany 'The 
Aze and tho Block. 

(Cincinnati Knqulrtr.) 

A monster named Conrad was be- 
headed in Berlin on April 9th for tho 
murder of his wife and four children. 

About forty-fivo persons who were to 
witncH.? tho execution had gathered in 
the jail-yard and stood in a fiemioircle 
around the sculTold. This consistt'd of 
a low platform, from which three ste|.is 
led to the ground. It was covered 
with black cloth, and |jlaced ,in the 
middle of a high enclosure, which con 
cealed it from the eyes of :JA but the 
invited witnessos. Tho Ijlock was 
nailed to the centre of the platform, 
and in front of it lay a piie of sand 
and sawdust. On the railing of the 
platform was placed nn elegant moroc- 
co case, which contained the shining 
axe of the e^cecutioncr, and behind the 
platform, but so that the eye of the 
culprit would not fall upon it, a black 
coniii was .-Htdnding. 

At G:'.iO sharp the priyon boll began 
tolling, the jail door was opened, and 
Conrad, accompanied by two ministers, 
and the jailer and his assistants ap- 
peared. He was a slim, insignificant- 
looking man, and his face had an ash- 
en hue. He walked with a firm step 
and without assistance to the table be 
hind which the Public Prosecutor was 
sitting. The bell ceased tolling while 
the prosecutor read the sentence and 
the dentil warrant, and then conclude<i 
with the words: "E.xecutioner Xnintz, 
I hereby deliver into your hand.i the 
culprit, and you are to carry out the 
sentence of tho court." 

The executioner glanced at tin- 
death warrant, uncovering his head 
whil^lio representative of the court 
gave liim tho document. He beckoned 
to his assistants who stood near by 
with heads uncovered, and Kte})ped up 
to Conrad. 'J'Ko culprit talked the 
four or five yards to the .scatlold with- 
out assi.stancc, and said, wliile lu^ was 
going there, to the oxecutioiier: j,"Do 
it as ijuickly as 3'ou can, so that it will 
soon he over." The execul loner's irs- 
sistants now seized him and pushed 
him up the steps to the ])laLfonn. It 
did not take two sticond.s to pull oil' 
his coat and to turn his shirt collar 
down. The culprit turned once more 
to the headsman, who stood by him 
a.te in hand, asking hini in alow voice, 
"what shall I do now-?'' JJut the exe- 
cutioner ^silnply motioned with liis 
hand, and his assi.stants forced Conrad 
to kneel before the block, to \vhich 
they fastened his head, while they hold 
his hands on^ bis back. Not a second 
elapsed before tlie heav^ axe flashed 
through tho air. Conrad's liead rolled 
alongside of the block, and four 
streams of blood spurted from the head- 
less trunk. The body was then laid 
in the cofEn and buried in the prison 
cemetery.

Xorpeio JPractleo.''^-''^^''' 

A number of ladies and gentlemen on 
board H. M. S. Swifturo witnessed tho 
torpedo practice in Esquimalt harbor yes- 
terday afternoon His honor the lieut. 
governor, tho Mayor and Mrs. liedfern, 
and;the members of the regatta commit- 
tee were among those present by invitation. 
The practice was in creeping for torpe- 
does; counter mining, and spur torpedo. 
In the "creeping" inuvoiuent the boats 
. were supposed to search for the enemy's 
torpedoes and when found to blow tlieni 
up. In countermining a number of tor- 
pedoes are placed on a barge and sunk at 
intervals along tho channel of a river or 
harbor and then exploded by electricity. 
By this means mines already laid 
are blown uii. The removal of tho 
mines clears the channel and ships 
can then enter. The spar torpedo is a 
caunister containing one huiulred pounds 
of dynamite on the end of a spar which 
projects about 30 feet from tho bows of 
the steam pinnace and is exploded by a 
current from the pinnace. The concus- 
sion yesterday was .severe and tho water 
shot up ill a huge column at least fifty feet 
high and 100 broad. 'The grandest etlect 
of all wag produced when a buoy was ex- 
ploded by electricity from another huoy 
stationed about 350 feet away . A ;;i-.<iit 
column of water rose about one hundred 
foot in thu i.if and the Inioy whirled 
tlirough space to an almost incrodiblo 
height. The column -seiMiied stationary 
for several seconds and then foil back into 
the harbor, but not before a strong wind 
from tho west had carried a groat cloud of 
spray far towards tho land. The boats 
|)ickcd up a few tish that had been killed 
by the nhock. The concussion was plainly 
folt on board tho flagship and iiad the 
charge been exploded beneath her bottom 
she must liave gone down instantly. The 
interesting experiments were witnessed by 
Admiral Lyons, and the practice proved 
entirely successful .

He was a quiet, wull- 
boliaved young man, about HI years cf 
age, and attended publii'. worslii[) and 
yunday school in the Clover \'alley scliocl 
houso regularly.

to the convent wiiora tables had been 
spread for a feast to commemorate tho 
event. 'I'lie orphan girls who are being 
raised and educated by the sisters there 
were all dressed in white and drawn up 
on the balcony to receive the guests with 
a sung and chorus of welcome, this was a 
pleasing feature in the event. Tables 
were set in the school room and mota- 
ohorically groaned beneath the weight of 
superincumbent luxuries. It but poorly 
expresses it to say, that full justice was 
done to the feast, and the wine in which 
the good father was so enthusiastically 
toasted was of the tincst old vintage. The 
guests were w.-irmly welcomed on behalf 
of Father Ruiideau by Father Mandart in 
a heart s[i._.eeh which, was responded to on 
behalf of the guests by the Hon. Mr. 
Smitlie who referred to the early e.xperi- 
oiiucs of the pioneers of tho district and to 
the debt that all folt was owed to Father 
Rondeau whose groat influence for good 
had heen unceasingly exerted in a quiet, 
earnest, unostentatious way which had 
en.shriiied his ii.ime in the hearts of the 
entire people of the district, whites and 
natives alike. 

Mr. Smitho finished by proposing the 
health of Father Rolidoaii, the Itost and 
friend cif the assembled pioneers; he ex- 
liresseil a wish that the good father might 
live til Celebrate his golden wedding to 
the church in Cowichan.

Mr- Sarnard on tho Chinese Ques- 
tion- 

In the house of cumnKuis, when the 
discussion on the Chinese resolution waa 
on, Mr. Barnard, M. P., fnr Yale, said: 
I may say that Imving been in British 
Culiiinbia for some time I have .''eeu tho 
practical work'ing of this t'liinese prob- 
lem, and I have found that they ;ire com- 
petitors with white labor. 1 am free tu 
confess, too, that the only reason why 
employers engage the Chiiieec in that 
country is that they are forced to do it. 
Mr. Onderdonk himself, who has had 
them working for him in Califoriii.i, de- 
clares that he wuulii much sooner have 
white men to work for him than Chinese 
if he could get them. You must remem- 
ber the position we occupy in liritisli 
Columbia: we are 4000 miles from here; 
we are north of California and Oregon, 
and few laboring men have been induced 
to go there except through the discovery 
of gold. Money has actually been sent 
from the count rv lo bring out these 
Chinese; and had some trouble been 
taken for the puriioso of securing white 
labor wo would have had it in abundance, 
A short time before the contract wa.i 
given out in British Columbia 1 urged 
strongly that the matter alimild be 
brought before the house in urder that 
parliament might take act iut> against tho 
employment of Chinese as far as possible; 
for if tho house had simply passed a res- 
olution branding these Chinese, thus 
Bliowiug that a majority were op|iosed to 
their introduction, it would have had a 
great eO'ect in bringing in white labor. I 
believe that white labor is to bo had in 
abundance, onl.y for tho presence of tho 
Chinese, hut white mon do not caro to 
come so long .is thoy are present in such 
large numbors.
